thracite coal mine owners will resist 
to the utmost every effort to make tbe 
<r«oocnltlon of United Mine Workera 
of America an issue In the arbitration 
whlcb is now in progress was made 
^Mldent by th« repliea to the state- 
■entofPresident John Mitchell of the 
■tfners' organization, which have been 
flied with the strike oommissioB. 
There are five of these answers in ad- 
dition to that of President Baer, and 
ail dwell with especial emphasis and 
marked QMnimltjr on this point They 
alao agree In resisting the demands of 
the miners for an Increase of pay foi 
piece worl{, a reuuction of hours for 
time work and for the weighing rath- 
er than the measurement of coal. Re- 
corder Wright left for anthracite re- 
gions, taking those replirs with him. 
In addition to the Ftatcmcnt made for 
the Reading compdTiy by President 
Baer, the list comprises the replies ol 
the Delaware and Hudson company, 
the Delaware and Lackawanna, the 
Lehigh Valley, the Pennsylvania and 
the Scranton Coal company. 

President Truesdale of Delaware 
and Laekawamut company saya that 
tke company owns 26 collieries and 
employs 12,000 workmen in this 
branch of Its business. Mr. Trues- 
dale, like Mr. Baer, objects to making 
the recognition of the union one of the 
laeuec to be considered by the com- 
mission, saying that In the propoal- 
tioD made by the company for arbitra- 
tion, one of the express conditions 
that the findings of the commis- 
sion should govern the conditions of 
employment between it and its em> 
plcycs. He adds: "This company un- 
equivocally asserts that it will under 
no condition recognize or enter into 
auy agreement with the association 
known as the United Mine Workers 
of America, or any branch thereof. 
Nor will it permit said association or 
its officers to (iietate the tvrms and 
conditions under which it shall con- 
dnct its btMlness." 

Oppose Miners' Union. 

Referring to the recent strike. Mr. 
Truesdale says "that he is re'.iahly in- 
formed that 80 per cent of its em- 
Iiloyes were opposed to the strike, but 
were forced to enter upon it by a ma- 
jority vote of the mine workers in oth- 
er fields. Mr. Truesdale follows close- 
ly the lines of Mr. Baer's arguments 
as to the dissimilarity between the 
work In the anthracite mines and that 
In bituminous mines. He declares 
that it is impossible to adopt a uni- 
form rate to be paid to the miner, for 
a unit of coal mined at all mines. He, 
says that: "Prior to the introduction 
of agitators and mischief makers the 
anthracite worker.s were on an aver- 
age as prosperous, comfortatile and 
contented as any body t)f workers in 
similar employment in this country." 
The wagee. It Is added, are such that 
frugal employes have saved a sub- 
stantial amount every year. Mr. 
Truesdale resists tlie (It-manil for a 
reduction of 20 per cent in hours of 
labor, saying that no each branch of 
business employing thousands of men 
can hope to compete successfully in 
the marlii fs of the world, if if3 hours 
of labor are restricted. He declares 
that th^re is no unjust discrlmlnatlOD 
is the weighing of coal. 

President Ollpbant of the Delaware 
and Hudson company, in his reply, 
declares that the wages paid by his 
company are Just and adequate. De- 
nial is made of all the allegations in 
connection with the demand for short- 
er hours and it is contended that such 
a reduction necessarily would In- 
crease the price of coal. While ad- 
mitting that the mine owners sell 
ttelr coal by the ton, he says that the 
ooal thus icdd Is a very different ar- 
ticle from that taken out of the mine. 
President Olyphant takes exception 
to the proposition to arbitrate the 
question of the recognition of the 
mlneis' unton. 

President T. P. Powler speaks for 
the Scranton Coal company and the 
Elk Hill Coal and Iron company. He 
says they own 16 collieries and work 
8.000 men. He asserts that If the 
average wage eamtd by the aothnir 
cite piece workers is less than that 
paid to workers in other employment 
It is because "they fix their own hours 
of labor and the amount of their aam* 
Ing without any regard to the Inter- 
ests or wishes of their employeis and 
In total disregard of the earnings and 
^eUkre of every othir olagt o( Mi> 



ployes ■■ On the question mliunrs' 
unions. Mr. Fowler says: "We deny 
that agreements between employers 
through worklngmen's organisations 
are benefldal and sneeessfal ln the 
bitumnlnons coal fields or elsewhere. 

HOHET QUESTIO]! 

A ■ertoas One la the PlitllpplBes. 
Ooveraor \\ right*s Idea. 

San FrancLsco. N'ov. Vice Gov- 
ernor Luke E. Wright of the Philip- 
pines, speaking of financial affairs in 

the islands, said in an Interview that 
the money mar^.et is continually fluc- 
tuating. "A bill to afford the neces- 
lary relief was presented to congress, 
but not passed," he said. "I think that 
for the brrcflt of commerce the mat- 
ter should again lie takon up at the 
next session of congress. It has been 
suggested that a Filipino dollar of sil- 
ver should be Introduced in the Is- 
lands. This dollar should be worth 
actually 50 cents of our gold money. 
I think such a coin would remedy the 
recent financial situation. Such mon- 
etary systaoi would be similar to the 
one now In use in Japan. I would not 
like to see the doors thrown open to 
the Cliinese. Skilled labor, yes. II 
limited, would certainly prove bene- 
ficial. Some of the Chinese are very 
clever and they would be able to 
teach the Filipinos many of the in 
duptries."

Miners in Conference. 

Wllkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 12. — Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers, and several members of the 
executive board of the I nitcil .Mine 
Workers of the Third anthracite dis- 
trict, were in session at miners' bead- 
quarters. Later tbey were Joined by 
a half dozen attorneys that Mr. Mitch- 
ell has employed to look oft( r tiie le- 
gal status of the miners' case, before 
the arbitration commission. There 
was a general discussion of the situa- 
tion. District President Duffy, com- 
menting on Piesiilent Daer s state- 
ment in reply to the one filed by Pres- 
ident Mitchell with the commission, 
said: "The time for controversy has 
now passed. Facts will tell before 
the commission." 



Qirl Pleads Guilty. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 12. — Nina 
K. Darforth, the deformed Framing- 
bam girl, pleaded guilty here to man- 
slaughter, in causing the death of An- 
drew J. Emery, whom she shot and 
killed at his home in South Framing- 
ham on May 17 last. It was claimed 
that Emery had led the young woman 
to believe that he was in love with 
h»r and would marry her and that she 
shot him upon learning that he bad a 
wife and children. She was sentenced 
to serve a year and nine months in 
the Cambridge house of correction. 

National Grange. 

Lansing, Mich., Nov. U'. — Grand 
Master Aaron Jones called the annual 
meeting of the National Orange to or- 
der In Representative hall. After the 
appointment of a credential commit- 
tee, the Grange immediately adjourn- 
ed till afternoon, when Grand Master 
Jones read his annual address. In it 
he dealt with many of the Important 
questions of the hour. Delegates 
from 26 states are attending the 
meeting and th«y will be In session 
until late next week.

Rbbbed Miner Goes Insane. 
New York, Nov. 12.— Homeward 
bound with a bag of gold nuggets and 

his pockets full of cash, fS.OUO in all, 
won in the mines of French Guiana, 
Jacqiies La Travers. a native of 
France, has been robbed In this city 
and is now in the Insane ward at 
Bellevue. Traverse and his partner 
had reached this city on their way 
back to France and as neither under- 
stood English tbey took a room in a 
lodging house near the docks. Both 
displayed their treasures carelessly 
and when La Travers went out alone 
to purcha.se a watch, he is believed to 
have been induced to drink drugged 
liquor. He returned shortly to his 
room, his gold gone. When he realis- 
ed his loss he became violently insane 
and was taken In etaargn by the po- 
lice. 



Strike at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg. Nov. 12.— Fourtf^en' crane 
men in the Schoenberger plant of the 
American Steel and Wire company, 
this city, went out on strike and as a 
result of the action, 250 men in the 
open hearth department were laid off. 
The men claim that if the strike con- 
tinues 24 hours that the plate mill 
will have to shut down, throwing l&u 
workers out In that department The 
cranemen have heon reriiving $2.40 
a day with on*' fourth day's pay for an 
extra heat. The company wants then 
to work on the tonnage plan, which 
the men claim would be a reduction 
Instead of an increase. 

To Recover Treasure^ 

San Francisco, Nov. 12. — There is 

no longer any doubt that th<' ohjoct of 
the schooner Louisa D. about ready 
to sail for the south, is to attempt to 
recover a part of the treasure tost in 
1862 by the burning of the Pacific 
Mall steamer Golden Gate, oh Man- 
zanillo, on the Mexican coast The 
wreck of the Gold* n Gate caused the 
loss of 200 lives and property valued 
at tl>T60,000. Much of this amount 
was in the form of bullion and a con- 
siderable quantity of it was never re

Hawaii's Delegate to Next Congress. 
Dafisats Wlloox. 
San Francisco, Nov. 12. — The steam- 
er Alameda, from Honolulu, brings 

the news that the recent election In 
the territory of Hawaii resulted in a 
Republican victory. Prince Kalania- 
noale, popularly known as Prince Cu- 
pid, was elected delegate to congress 
ever Robert W. Wilcox, the incum- 
bent, and Democratic candidate by a 
majority of over 2.oo'i. W hen the 
Alameda left the island port, the full 
election returns had not been receiv- 
ed. The island of Maul had not been 
beard from and the exact result of 
the election of candidates for the ter- 
ritorial legislature was uncertain. The 
legislature will be almost entirely Re- 
publican, however, as 15 Republican 
representatives and five senators are 
known to have been eluttd. When 
the Alameda Is released from quaran- 
tine a telegram from Governor Dole 
to President Roosevelt announcing 
the result of the election as given 
above will be sent to Washington by 
the purser of the steamer. Prince 
Kalanianoale, the congressional dele- 
gate-elect, is a full-blooded Hawaiian, 
and has In Ibe past been Identified 
with the home rule party.

Were rhoiiHaiiclH of .Veres of (lovern- 
iiient Lund In f'allforiilii. 
San Francisco, Nov. 12.— 8Ute Min- 
eralogolist Asbury has sent to the sec- 
retary of the interior a report prepar- 
ed under his direction by Horace 
Stevens, which contain many detailed 
statements going to sustain the 
charge that government lands in Cal- 
ifornia are being secured by fraud. 
Th^ state nilneraloRoiist and the Sac- 
ramento Valley Dcvflopment associa- 
tion being satisfied that mineral lands 
in this state were being secured un- 
der timber entries and that timber 
lands were being taken under placer 
locations. memorialized President 
Roosevelt to withdraw from entry 
part of the public domain in this state 
landing investigation. The response 
to this was an order temporarily with- 
drawing from entry the" lands in the 
Susanville district. The first result 
of the investigation is the report of 
Mr. Stevens. He gives facts includ- 
ing names and flgnres to show that 
hundreds of thousands of acres ol 
land have rec* ntly been taken up nn« 
dor various laws by a very small num- 
ber of persona.

Washington, Nov. 12 - Si p rlntend- 
ent Peairs of Haskell Imiian iiisiiiute 
in Kansas, in liis annual reiMirt, says 
tliat although at times the results of 
the work of education among the In- 
dians do not satisfy the onlookers, to 
these who are in the work and there- 
fore have opportunities to observe the 
gradual development of Individuals, 
there is more and more of encourage- 
ment and satisfaction. As proof of 
the permanent good results of train- 
ling tlie Indians, the report says, Bit 
(graduates, previous to the classes of 
'1902, at least 77 are at work earning 
their own living and in many in- 
stances siding needy parents or sup- 
porting in a respectable way a little 
family of their own.

PROPOSED REBATE INSUFFICIENT. 



Important Courprence nenrlriK on 
the Siibjoet Held at WaHliliixton, 
High Uoverameat OOlclaU Far- 
tinlpatlnc — Delayed Draft. 



Washington, Nov. 12.— An Important 
conference bearing on the subject of 

the Cuban reciprocity treaty was held 
at the war depaitment. the partici- 
pants being Secretary Hay. Secretary 
Root and General Tasker Bliss. The 
latter was called into conference at 
Secretary Hay's suggestion, because 
of his expert knowledge of the exist- 
Inj; Cuban tariff. Hi'foro the confer- 
ence at the war department Secretary 
Hay had talked on this subject with 
Senator Cullom, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations, 
and also with Senor Queseda. the Cu- 
ban minister here. Senor Queseda 
was not able to submit to Secretary 
Hay the draft of the reciprocity treaty 
which has bedi under consideration 
so long by the authorities at Havana, 
as the doctiment has not left that 
place. So officially the United States 
government continues in ignorance of 
the extent and character of the chang- 
es, if any, which President I'alma may 
defire to make in the treaty. 

In other than oflicial scm , how- 
ever, has developed pretty clearly tbe 
disposition of the Cuban president in 
this matter. The cardinal objection 
of President Palma to the trftaty as it 
staiiils is the itisiifflciei;t rehate of .0 
per cept proposed to be allowed on Cu- 
ban imports into the United States, 
and Secretary Hay's purpose is to as- 
certain, if possible, how far he can 
yield in that matter and .-^till \><> a!)!e 
to rely u!K)n the suDport of congress 
next session, when the treaty is sub- 
mitted. So far his advices do not 
favor any Increase of the rebates and. 
indeed, he has been assured by some 
persons with whom he has tall<ed. that 
under no conditions would congress 
consent to any substantial increase of 
this rebate. 

It is understood that the I'libans, 
too. are entirely unwii;iii}; to acce|)t 
any sinall increase. In tlie face of a 
great shortage in the European crop 
and a rapidly rising market they have 
acquired confidence in their atilliiy tn 
get along for an indefinite i»erio(l of 
time without reciprocity wi'ti tlie 
United States, and so it is understood 
they are showing an Indifferenee in 
the prosecution of negotiations. 

President Roosevelt En Route. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 12. — Tbe special 

train carrying President K(ios»'velt 
and party arrived here from Pitts- 
burg and ColiirahuH over the I'eunsyl- 
vania lines, and left for Louisville 
over the Louisville and Nashville 
.-oad. No stops were made at any 
iK'int. Th« pr«fi!dent will reach Mem- 
phis Thursday uk rniiis;. when he will 
be joined by President Fish and the 
Journey to Mississippi will be made 
over the Ynsoo and Mississippi rail- 
road. The next destination of the 
pr*sii'ent has h* 'n keiii seoret. A 
camp has already been jirepared in 
nortliern Mississippi, a few miles 
from the line of tbe railroad, and it 
Is understood one of the best packs 
of hounds in the south is waiting to he 
slipped on the trail of old bruin on 
the president's arrival. 

Ccct of Mclineux Trial. 
New York, Nov. 12. — it has Leon es- 
timated tbe trial of Roland B. Mo- 
lineux has cdst more than any other 
for a capital offense In any country 
where the English sy.>^leni 01 jurispru- 
dence is in vogue. 'Ilie ci.st to the 
county of New York in the first trial 
amounted to 1260.000. This was ex- 
pended In various directions, largely 
in fees for handwriting exoerts who 
were brought from distant states and 
for detectives who endeavored to 
trace Molineux's movements from his 
fifteenth birthday to the time 6f his 
arrest The defense expend* d about 
$75,000 in the flrnt trial and it is es- 
timated that the total on tnith sides 

for the two bearings will foot up near- 
ly 1600,000.

YOUTSEY S CONFESSION.

The attorneys of the prosecution are 
in possession of the chief points of the 
Youtsey statement. One of these, ad- 
mitted, after promise that be would not 
be <iuoted, that the statement had been 
made. He waa plodgad not to raroal its 
contents. 

There ara aome intereating rumors 

afloat as to the contents of the confesaion, 
as it is called here. It is said to have 
been made volaatarily and without hope 
of release or commutation of his sentence. 
Voutaey began hia preparation of it last 
May. He drat jotted down in shorthand, 
at which he is an expert, all the inci- 
dents and happeninga of the memorable 
political struggle of 1900, and then tran- 
scribed his notaa and aigned the docu- 
ment, which he Ii^r turned otot to 
Judge Cantrill. Only one other person 
than the Judge is said to have seen the 
statement la fall, tad this person road it 
before it was handed to Judge Canti ill. 

It ia believed here that Youtaey'a de> 
sire to become the Private Secretary to 
Governor Taylor and his close relation to 
Taylor during December, 1899, and Janu- 
ary, 1900, led him into the acts which 
brought about his conviction for com- 
plicity in the murder of Ooebel. 

An attorney here, not of the prosecu- 
tion, but who has close relationship with 
the Inreotigation into the murder, saya 
that Youtsey bore the same relation that 
Wm. H. Culton did to Caleb Powers and 
Charles Finley, and that Youtaey'a con- 
fession will bear this out. Fie saya that 
Youtsey was the man to collect the 
money and Culton to gather together 
and take charge of the mountain men 
brought here. 

He says that Youtsey did collect the 
$1,200, to which sum State Treasurer 
Walter Day swore be was asked to con- 
tribute for the purpose of paying a moun- 
tain man to kill Goebel, and that Yoat- 
sey has in his statement furnished the 
names of the parties who contributed to 
this fund. Yuutsey's memory is said to 
h9 remarkably clear as to the happen- 
ings of a number of incidents heretofore 
testified to in the Powers and Howard 
triala, especially as to the use of any 
keys of the private office of the Secretary 
of 8tate, and the testimony of both Cul- 
ton and Wharton Golden will, it is said, 
be corroborated in many important par- 
ticulars. 

He baa implicated in a minor way, 
according to the storieo told, in having 
knowledge that murder waa to bo done, 
several persons well known, whoao names 
have not been connected with the affair 
balora thia time except in whiapara. In 
every detail of his movements for two 
months preceding the killing, and for 
the time following it until bis arrest, the 
prisoner followed the advice given to 
him by Attomer James Andrew Scott, 
of this city, to whom he turaad flrot 
whoa aoopidon foil upon him. 

It Irill bo remembered that on the 
hour of his arrest he begged to be taken 
to the officers of the Oommonwealttt, 
promising to make a confeaaion, but the 
arresting detectives declined, puppicion 
then pointing to bim m the man who 
fired the abot 

Other teatimony, said to be corrobo- 
rated in the statement, is that of Lieut. 
John Ricketta, of Barbourville, who said 
that about ten miautoo bofqgo tfia aboot- 
log Youtsey came to him fit tibft State 
Agricultural buildkig and ordAl^cl him 
to take a squad of bio men to the woei 
entrance of the Executive Building near 
the private entrance to the office of Sec- 
retary of State, from wbioh Youtaoy 
hiHooU etuB* raDBint Juot «i the ilflo 



cracked. Wixat he has told of the oc- 
cnpanta of that room at that moment is 
being closely guarded and will doubtless 
be kept secret until the indictment and 
arrest of the persons charged by him, 
that is if they are not beyond arrest. 

The officers of the Commonwealth have 
felt since the arrest of W. H. Culton that 
be has dodged quite a good deal on ques- 
tions propounded to him, anawering that 
he could not jnat than rc«all the circum- 
stances, and Youtaey'a ttatoment will 
put it up to him, so it is said, to answer 
some questions more direct as to liis 
own action than any he haa yet been 
called on to aaawor. 

Information considered to be thor- 
oughly trustworthy regarding the where- 
abouts of John L. Powers, brother of 
Caleb Powers, bss come to the officers of 
the Commonwealth. Ba ia aaid to have 
been living la Ooatiaila tor MtMal 
months.

At the Bpeciil BOMtinK of theCommer* 
elal Club held last Friday evening, Mr. 
Walter A. Knifibt preaented an intereet- 
ioR report and maps from the U. S. Kn^i- 
neeiing Corps that made the survey of 
tbeOliio river. On tbie plan Dam No. 'M 
ia located nearly three milee below Rip- 
ley, jnat below Dover and Levanna. It 
will form a pool tvrenty-eeven miles long 
on a eiz-ioot dam, and looser on a nine- 
foot dam. This will extend beyond 
Mayeville to Manchester, where another 
dam will be located at Manchester Is- 
land. There will be over twenty feet of 
water in the main channel at Ripley, 
with a wide river, good shores and tine 
landings on both aidea of the river. 

This will be one of the beet harbors on 
the river above Cincinnati, and the pool 
will certainly be • oentar of boaiaeat and 
indaatry. 

The cost of bailding the dam will be 
about a million dollars. Its construction 
will make a great deal of work and bosi- 



neee here, and dispense plenty of money 
for labor and supplies in the five years 
needed to oomplete the work.
